
Chinook's Edge denies damages 

$ 80 , 000 claimed by plaintiff in pending lawsuit

The Chinook’s Edge school 
board has denied all allegations 
filed against it by a former as¬ 
sistant superintendent, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 

In a Statement of Defence 
filed with the Court of Queen's 
Bench, the school board says it is 
not responsible for damages al¬ 
leged by Plaintiff Wayne Poncia. 

Poncia has filed a Statement 


of Claim against Chinook's Edge 
Regional Division #5, claiming 
more than $80,000 damages. 

Schools in the division include 
those in Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Olds and Sundre. 

Poncia commenced employ¬ 
ment as a school teacher with 
the Red Deer County school 
board in February 1986. Red 
Deer and Mountain View school 
boards merged in September 
1995, at which time Poncia was 


Solutions sought for 
low marks at DHS

Parents, teachers, administra¬ 
tor and students all came together 
last week to reach a common goal, 
getting Didsbury High School stu¬ 
dents marks back where they 
should be. 

It was revealed last week that 
less than a quarter of Didsbuiy 
High School Math 30 students 
passed their diploma exams. The 
exams are equally weighted with 
the class mark to determine a 
student’s final mark in a Grade 12 
core course. 

At the previous meeting par¬ 
ents de- 


appointed to the position of as¬ 
sistant superintendent. 

Late last year, the board an¬ 
nounced that it had officially 
accepted the resignation of 
Poncia. 

However, the board's lawyer 
suggested at a recent meeting 
that the board should make a 
motion to terminate Poncia's 
employment, in lieu of accept¬ 
ing the resignation.

Gibbons revealed that the 
board is looking into pulling a 
local retired math teacher out of 
his retirement to come back to the 
school for a short time to aid with 
teachers and students that are 
having problems with the subject. 

The board also offered to pay 
for summer school, on an indi¬ 
vidual case basis, out of a contin¬ 
gency fund at the central office 
level. 

"We will do what it takes to 
improve these marks,” said Gib¬ 
bons adding that the students also 
need to take some additional re¬ 
sponsibility to make this happen. 

The biggest course of action to 
be taken is that teachers will be 
offering extended tutorials to stu¬ 
dents who wish to rewrite their 
diploma exams. 


Chinook's Edge School Board 
will also be reviewing the Math 
curriculum in the school and a 
workshop for Math teachers is 
being arranged. Other solutions 
include revamping the current 
role of the Grad lounge into a 
Grad study area and changes in 
the atmosphere will reflect that 
change. 

The school has also arranged a 
meeting with all Grade 12 stu¬ 
dents to discuss student responsi¬ 
bilities. 

Although parents expressed 
their satisfaction with some of the 
solutions 
proposed,

time to take tutorials. 

Parent Theresa McNeil said, "I 
just can't see any concrete an¬ 
swers for this year's students. I 
just can't.” 

Leggette responded, "Yes, some 
of this is in hindsight, but to stand 
back and say there is not a prob¬ 
lem would be worse.” 

Leggette took the opportunity 
to clear up what he called some 
"misinformation" that was circu¬ 
lating among parents about the 
math program both in Grade 12 
and in Grade 9. 

In the Grade 12 stream 
Leggette pointed out, "For the 
majority of the students who could 
be compared, there was no signifi¬ 
cant difference between their di¬ 
ploma marks in other subjects and 
their Math 30 diploma mark."

School board trustees in this 
jurisdiction are not happy with 
the provincial government's re¬ 
cent announcement to increase 
funding to private schools. 

A motion was passed to send 
a letter of dismay through the 
Alberta School Boards Associa¬ 
tion, and one directly to the 
Minister of Education. 

Trustee Penny Archibald 
made the motion. She spoke of 
her disagreement that the dis¬ 
cussion process and the deci¬ 
sion making all seemed to hap¬ 
pen behind closed doors. 

Last week, the department of 
education decided to increase 
funding for private schools by 
20%. Currently private schools, 
like the local Olds Koinonia 
Christian School receive only 
partial funding in the amount of 
less than 50% of what a student 


in public school gets. They will 
now receive more than 60% of 
the basic instructional grant. 

Archibald said she felt it was 
unfair that money be drawn for 
these schools when they can be 
selective about the students they 
can accept. 

"When they get a 20% in¬ 
crease and we get 4%, it is a 
little bit much,” said Archibald 
before making her motion. 

Chinook's Edge public school 
board Didsbury trustee, Deb 
Cousins and Olds trustee, Anne- 
Marie Brown have said before 
that they were not in opposi¬ 
tion to the rise in funding that 
was being proposed. The two 
opposed the motion made by 
Archibald. 

In 1997, the province set up 
a task force to examine what 
Albertans thought about in¬ 
crease the instructional grant 


to private schools. The Task 
Force spoke to 12,000 Alber¬ 
tans through letters, written 
submissions, completed work¬ 
books and petitions. They re¬ 
turned to the table months later 
with a set of recommendations 
including the increase in fund¬ 
ing. However, part of the rec¬ 
ommendations also outlined 
more stringent guidelines for 
private schools to become and 
stay accredited. For instance, 
accredited schools must follow 
the Alberta program of studies, 
establish parent councils, as¬ 
sure all teaching and principal 
staff have teaching certificates 
and make the acceptance appeal 
process more efficient. 

Olds/Didsbury/Three Hills 
MLA, Richard Marz has also 
made public his support for fund¬ 
ing private schools. In fact he 
was one of the politicians who 


stood up in the Legislature to 
encourage the change. 

Marz has said that he be¬ 
lieves if a school is accredited 
and meets requirement set out 
by Alberta Education, that the 
parents should have the choice. 

The increased funding will be 
phased in over two years start¬ 
ing next September and accord¬ 
ing to estimate enrolments will 
mean an additional $32.7 mil¬ 
lion to Alberta private schools 
by the end of 1999. 

Trustees at the Chinook's 
Edge Regional Division said that 
there is no way that additional 
money can be found in the pub¬ 
lic system to accommodate the 
increase without somehow tak¬ 
ing it from the public system. 

The motion to write a letter 
expressing disapproval of the 
move to the provincial govern¬ 
ment passed by a vote of 4 to 6.

In other words, Leggette says those students who did not do 
well on Math 30, typically did not do well on their other 
departmentals. 

This did not satisfy some parents, who said that accepting low 
marks as the norm was a detriment to the students in the long 
run. 

He says there was a review unit offered to students at the end 
of the Math 30 course, however students were not taking it 
seriously because it had no effect on their final mark. To 
emphasize the importance of the review to the students in the 
future, Leggette says the review unit will have a 20% weighting 
in Math 30 student's final class mark. 

Gibbons and Leggette assured the parents that they were not 
making excuses. 

Gibbons said, "There are factors, but not excuses." 

One of the main factors that Gibbons cited as a problem, not 
just at DHS or in Chinook's Edge, but provincially is the lack of 
skilled math teachers coming out of University. He said that last 
year only nine graduates out of The University of Calgary were 
math specialists and Chinook's Edge was unable to attract those 
teachers. 

"That's not a lot to work with," said Gibbons. 

Kathleen Windsor, a parent who came to the meeting in defence 
of the school and the teachers said that there are other ways to 
provide support for teachers and students. She says Math honors 
students could be hired to help their fellow students in the same 
grade or lower. She also added, "We have some pretty darn good 
teachers in Didsbury," saying that her family has never had 
problems approaching teachers about individual problems. 

A student in the crowd spoke at the end of the meeting saying 
that although parents in the crowd were blaming teachers, they 
should also look to the students themselves, who sometimes lack 
the ambition and commitment to do well.

A proposed intensive hog op¬ 
eration near Bowden that raised 
concerns with Didsbury town 
council has been cancelled. 

Council had voted last month 
to put forth 50 cents per capita 
to help fight an appeal being 
launched in The Provincial 
Court of Appeal by the 
Garrington Woodlands Property 
Owner's Association. 

Both the town and the Asso¬ 
ciation had raised concerns fol¬ 
lowing Red Deer County's ap¬ 
proval of the project, that the 
flood plains in the area did not 


sit well with such a develop¬ 
ment. The council feared that 
there would be contamination 
of water being brought in from 
the Red Deer River, from which 
the town receives its drinking 
water. 

They, along with Olds town 
council, were prepared to help 
with the appeal that was ex¬ 
pected to cost around $29,000. 

Rick Kanis, whose proposed 
development would have housed 
1000 pigs, announced his deci¬ 
sion not to proceed last week. 

He was not available for com¬ 
ment on his reasoning.

Poncia's Statement of Claim reads, in part, as follows: "Wherefore the plaintiff claims 
payment or judgement in the amount of $80,149.16 or whatever larger amount may be proven 
at the trial of this action in respect of the Plaintiffs 12 month salary entitlement and other 
special damages, expenses, losses or costs." 

Poncia is also asking for "payment or judgement in respect to general damages for mental 
stress and damages suffered as a result of misconduct of the Defendant." 

He also claims the school board "through its Trustees and other agents, conducted itself in 
a manner inconsistent with the continuation of the Plaintiffs contract of employment." 

In its Statement of Defence, Chinook's Edge Regional Division "denies each and every 
allegation set out in the Statement of Claim." 

The Statement of Defence reads, in part, as follows: "In answer to the whole Statement of 
Claim, the Defendant denies that the Plaintiff has incurred loss, damage or expense as alleged 
in the Statement of Claim." 

As well, Chinook's Edge says: "The Defendant states that the damages claimed in the 
Statement of Claim are both inappropriate and excessive." 

Chinook's Edge also "specifically denies that it conducted itself in an appropriate, unfair, bad 
faith or high handed fashion." 

During last week's board meeting, board chair, Linda Yargeau, said she could not comment 
on the case. 

"I can't comment on the impact on the division," said Yargeau. "I don't know what the outcome 
will be. The matter has been referred to legal counsel." 

Sundre Trustee Helen Archer said Monday she could not comment on the case. 

Trustees did not discuss Poncia's lawsuit during the March 11 board meeting in Inniafail.

Dear Mom... your smoking 
hurts us both 

This story was written by Paul Windsor, Age 13, Grade 8 from Westglen School 
as a class assignment. 

Laundry Day: I went into Tommy's room to sort through his dirty clothes... threw socks 
and shirts in the laundry basket... checked jeans for coins or keys in the pockets... found a 
note in one of the back pockets... was it a note from school? I unfolded it and began to read... 

Dear Mom: 

1 wish I could tell you this in person, but 1 don't want to hurt your feelings. You're the best 
mom in the whole world, but I sure wish you didn't smoke. 1 don't want you to die. 

My teacher told us today that people who smoke cigarettes a lot can get lung damage, and 
can't breath very well, or will get cancer. She said that if you smoke a pack of cigarettes a day, 
you are an addict, and won't be able to stop very easily. 

I wish you would stop smoking. 

The teacher said that every cigarettes smoked cuts more than five minutes from a smoker's 
life span. She said that a smoker can get lung cancer, throat cancer, or stomach ulcers. 
Smoking narrows blood vessels, depletes vitamin C levels, and you can't fight off colds and 
diseases very easily. 

Billy's grandpa just died from cancer. He was pretty old, about 60, and had smoked since 
he was my age. He had cancer in his lungs, liver, and mouth too, and Billy's mom wouldn't 
let him visit his grandpa in the hospital. I know Billy misses his grandpa a lot. They used to 
play baseball in the summer together every year until Billy's grandpa got this disease. 

I wish you would quit smoking. 

The teacher also told us about secondary smoke. She said that people who work around 
smokers can get carbon monoxide from the smoke. That's why all the schools and libraries 
and arenas don't allow smoking in them. That way all the people who don't smoke won't have 
to worry about getting lung cancer. 

I hope I don't die from secondary smoke. 

I wish I could talk to you about your smoking and how I feel. I wish you knew that cigarettes 
are a bad drug, and that I think it's really dumb to smoke. I think you should know how I feel 
about you and this drug. 

Mom, I hope that this note will help you to consider quitting smoking. I wish that maybe 
you knew about the possibilities that there are that may kill you with this addiction. So mom, 
please quit smoking, for my health and yours and everyone else's that are around you. 

Love, Tommy 

I didn't know what to say. Tommy had never said anything to me about my smoking. I 
didn't know it bothered him. I like to smoke. I didn't know what I was going to do. I decided 
I would have to talk to him. I thought that maybe I should make an appointment to see my 
doctor...

In any case, we need more 
input from the business com¬ 
munity in order to prepare a 
plan that fairly represents 
their views. If we don't get 
input from residents, business 
owners, interested groups and 
stakeholders, then: 

a) Council and Administra¬ 
tion will be required to pre¬ 
pare a document with the best 
information available; 

b) don't complain to future 
Town representatives about 
the way development is pro¬ 
ceeding because you have your 
chance now to provide input. 

Of course, that is not the 
say that everyone will get their 
wishes or opinions incorpo¬ 
rated into the plan. But, the 
more input we receive from 
larger numbers of people with 
diverse interests in Didsbury, 
the easier it is to pick out 
consistent trends and formu¬ 
late a plan that at least at¬ 
tempts to address those is¬ 
sues. 

Ultimately, it is the role of 
your elected officials to make 
decisions about Didsbury's fu¬ 
ture - that is what you elected 
them to do. They need to hear 
from you as to what the issues 
are, and how to plan our fu¬ 
ture development so as to keep 
development proceeding in an 
orderly fashion. 

The Province of Alberta pro¬ 
vides us with guidelines called 
Land Use Policies. These are 
expected to be incorporated 
into municipal planning docu¬ 
ments. The policy document 
provides guidelines for such 
things as Land Use Patterns, 
Resource Conservation, 
Transportation and Residen¬ 
tial Development; but, it does 
so within a very broad context 
and it is expected that munici¬ 
palities will further define these 
objectives to meet the local 
needs of residents. I'll give you 
an example: 


Under Land Use Patterns, 
one of the policies states that, 
"Municipalities are encouraged 
to establish land use patterns 
which contribute to the provi¬ 
sion of a wide range of eco¬ 
nomic development opportu¬ 
nities, thereby enhancing lo¬ 
cal employment possibilities 
and promoting a healthy and 
stable economy." We are to 
support provincial economic 
development initiatives. 

OK so that was written by 
some bureaucrat in Edmon¬ 
ton, but what the heck does 
that mean to you, the resi¬ 
dents and people of the Town 
of Didsbury? Should we en¬ 
courage heavy industry in 
Town, how about a hog 
slaughtering plant, a wood 
processing plant, or a used oil 
processingjdant. Consider one 
of these next door to you? What 
about the future of farming or 
recreation within the Town? 
Where should industry, 
multifamily or factory built 
homes be located in the fu¬ 
ture, and what type? 

One of the residential devel¬ 
opment goals is "To contrib¬ 
ute to the development of well 
planned residential communi¬ 
ties, a high quality residential 
environment and to the provi¬ 
sion of adequate and afford¬ 
able housing for all Albertans." 

Whew, that's another 
mouthful. What about residen¬ 
tial development in Didsbury 
though, what does a high qual¬ 
ity residential environment 
mean to you? 

Without your input to these 
questions, Council will make 
these decisions for you. Is that 
what you want? 

So, now back to my point. 
Get involved. Be part of the 
solution, help us plan for the 
future. Come to the Open House 
on March 25, at the 5-0 Club 
from 5-8 p.m. Call the Town 
Office and ask questions, write 
us a letter, fill out a question¬ 
naire, but get involved.

CWB provides protection from market to employees only 


On Feb. 25,1 took Paul Mar¬ 
tin to task for using students to 
score political points for the 
Prime Minister. 

The Canada Millennium Fund 
was announced in last Septem¬ 
ber's Throne Speech and has 
come to be known as the Prime 
Minister's personal legacy. The 
$2.5 billion fund will not give any 
grants to students before the year 
2000, the renewable grants will 
amount to $3,000 each, and the 
Fund will reduce to zero in ten 
years. Only students attending 
publicly funded schools will be 
eligible for assistance. 

Students suffering under debt 
loads of $25,000 this year will be 
unimpressed with the Millen¬ 
nium Monument. The Liberals 
have cut $7 billion from trans¬ 
fers to the provinces, and are 
trying to replace it with $325 
million that will help just 6% of 
the students in Canada. 

There are many ways the 
money could be used to help more 
students. One of the most impor¬ 
tant things, of course, would have 
been to restore some basic pro¬ 
vincial funding to the Canada 
Health and Social Transfer. The 
grant program and others in the 
budget demonstrate a disturb¬ 
ing trend toward special treat¬ 
ment of a few rather than the 
equality of all students in Canada. 

In last year's Fresh Start cam¬ 
paign, the Reform Party prom¬ 
ised to restore $4 billion per year

Dear Editor, 

Recently a friend sent me a 
copy of the Free Press Weekly 
Prairie Farmer dated April 7, 
1948. In an editorial the salary 
ranges for employees of the Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board (CWB) 
were given. All employees were 
earning less than $15,000 per 
year with one (the Chief Com¬ 
missioner) earning more than 
$15,000. In the same issue the 
cash price for feed barley which 
at the time was not under the 
CWB was quoted as $1.05 per 
bushel. 

A University of Saskatch¬ 
ewan professor of economics 


told me that you would have to 
multiply the figures from 1948 
by 5.97 to convert them to 1997 
dollars. Therefore, a farmer in 
1997 would have to get $6.27 
per bushel to be doing as well 
as a farmer in 1948. The Chief 
Commissioner would have to 
be getting $ 119,372.20 per year 
for his wage to have kept pace 
with inflation. I am assuming 
here that in 1948 his wage 
would have beer, as high as 
$ 20 , 000 . 

In 1996, Lome Hehn, the 
present Chief Commissioner, 
was paid, according to infor¬ 
mation released by the Cana¬ 


dian Farm Enterprise Network, 
$144,200.12. Last week the 
CWB announced the PRO's for 
1998-99. Using the mid-point 
of the range and subtracting 
freight and handling at a cen¬ 
tral Saskatchewan point a 
farmer can expect to get about 
$1.30 per bushel for feed bar¬ 
ley. 

The CWB is right when it 
says that it provides protection 
from the market-but only to its 
employees.

Herbed Soda Bread 


3 c. flour 

1 tsp. salt 

2 Tbsp. lemon juice 
Milk-about I cup 

1/4 c. margarine, low-fat 
(melted) 


1 tsp. baking soda 
1 1/2 tsp. thyme 
1 1/2 tsp. rosemary 
1 tsp. baking powder 
3 Tbsp. parsley 


1. Preheat the oven to 375F. 

2. Stir together the flour, herbs, baking powder and soda 
with salt. 

3. Put lemon juice into a glass measure; add enough milk 
to make 1 cup. 

4. Stir margarine into milk mixture and work into flour 
mixture. 

5. Work with a fork, then your hands to get the dough to 
hold together. 

6. Turn dough out onto a floured board and knead for 2 
min., until a soft, smooth dough forms. 

7. Pat dough into a circle - 1 1/2" thick and place onto a 
baking sheet prepped with canola spray. 

8. With a sharp knife, cut a 1/2" deep cross in the top of the 
dough. Sprinkle lightly with flour and bake for 45 - 50 min. 
Loaf should be golden and hollow-sounding when tapped on 
the base. 

9. Let cool on a wire rack for 10 min. Serve warm. ***Makes 
one 7" loaf 


Changes: Sprinkle surface with cornmeal just before bak¬ 
ing. I do this for pizza crust as well and it sure makes for a nice 
surface texture. 


TIP of the Week: To help thicken a stew, toss in a 1/2 cup 
of mashed potato flakes; it's also a good use for leftover rice.

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Project urges Albertans to clear the air 


Did you know that secondhand 
tobacco smoke results in over 
200,000 episodes of childhood sick¬ 
ness each year in Canada? Or that 
most of children's exposure to 
secondhand smoke occurs in the 
home? 

Didsbury Public Health Nurse 
Tara Briggs, is upset by that fact 
and encourages Didsburians to 
participate in the Clear the Air 
campaign. 

These are just some of the prob¬ 
lems associated with secondhand 
smoke in indoor settings. Despite 
these problems, about 80% of Ca¬ 
nadians continue to allow smok¬ 
ing in the home. These figures are 
discouraging to health organiza¬ 
tions who are working to educate 
the public about the hazards of 
secondhand smoke. 

Les Hagen of Action on Smok¬ 
ing and Health (ASH) feels that 


smoking in the home has been 
largely overlooked in the pursuit 
of smoke-free workplaces and pub¬ 
lic areas. 

"Although many workplaces 
and public areas have gone smoke- 
free, smoking in the home contin¬ 
ues to be a m^jor health concern," 
said Hagen. 

"Children are often the most at 
risk from smoking in the home 
and most of their exposure occurs 
in the home, despite the public 
awareness of the hazards of 
secondhand smoke." 

Indeed, an Alberta survey con¬ 
ducted last year found that al¬ 
though most people feel that chil¬ 
dren shouldn't be exposed to 
secondhand smoke, only 20% of 
residents provide a completely 
smoke-free home. Based on this 
information, ASH decided to part¬ 
ner with other organizations on a 


new project to reduce the gap be¬ 
tween attitudes and behaviour on 
this serious health issue. 

The Clear the Air Campaign is 
a new public awareness program 
that is aimed at encouraging more 

•Albertans, especially parents 
of young children, to declare their 
homes smoke-free. Albertans are 
being asked to "take their butt 
outside" in return for the poten¬ 
tial to win some great prizes such 
as a smoke-free family cruise 
aboard Carnival's MS Paradise 
and weekend getaways to the 
Rockies. 

Contest participants will also 
receive a Smoke-Free Home Kit 
containing signs and information 
on how to keep their home smoke- 
free and fire-safe. The contest is 
open to all Alberta residents who 
are 18 years of age or over who 
want to make their home smoke- 


free. Prize candidates will be sub¬ 
ject to verification and home air 
quality testing to ensure that their 
home is smoke-free. 

The campaign is supported by 
a partnership of over 20 organiza¬ 
tions including ASH, the Alberta 
Lung Association, the Alberta 
Asthma Centre, SAFE KIDS the 
Children's Health Centre and par¬ 
ticipating regional health authori¬ 
ties throughout Alberta. 

The Clear the Air Campaign 
was launched on Weedless 
Wednesday, Jan. 21 and will 
conclude on World No-Tobacco 
Day May 31, with the awarding 
of prizes to lucky participants. 

Briggs also reminds anyone 
who wants Didsbury's smoking 
numbers should attend the To¬ 
bacco Reduction Coalition 
meeting at the Didsbury Hos¬ 


pital in March. 

If you would like to enter the 
contest by declaring your home 
smoke-free, please call the cam¬ 
paign hot-line at 1-800-906- 
5210. Your family will love you 
for it. 

A Smoke-Free Home means 
no smoking in the basement, 
bathroom, in another room, or 
by an open window. Remember, 
there is no safe level of 
secondhand smoke. Any amount 
is harmful. 

Secondhand smoke is harm¬ 
ful to children. 

It is responsible for 7% of all 
ear infections, 11% of all asthma, 
16% of all bronchitis and pneu¬ 
monia, 20% of all tonsillectomies 
and 13% of all cough visits to the 
doctor.

She says that there's not a lot of Saddlebred shows in Canada and 
that Alberta has the most. She says the shows have been suffering because of a lack of 
sponsorship. 

There are two horse shows in Didsbury each year; the Didsbury Light Horse Show and the 
Fall Classic. She says that there is usually a good turnout at the local shows, but that there needs 
to be more public awareness and sponsorship. 

"It's a great deal of accomplishment in taking an animal and showing it to the best of your and 
your horse's ability. Being able to get on a horse to perform in that manner is a real accomplish¬ 
ment," Louise said.

The Coalition is described as a group of community members, 
anyone of any age, that want to help do something about the 
grip of nicotine on Didsbury's youth. 

According to a recent confidential survey put out by the 
Regional Dental Program, Didsbury has the highest rate of 
adolescent smokers in the region and surrounding district. The 
survey found that 40% of Didsbury High School students are 
classified as full-time smokers. The number rises to 65% at the 
Didsbury Outreach School and 8% of Westglen students also 
smoke. 

Briggs says that after two Coalition meetings, the attendance 
has been very low. 

"I am disturbed by the lack of enthusiasm by members of the 
community who aren't interested in participating in some 
community initiative to reduce tobacco usage in their kids," she 
said. 

"Hopefully following the knowledge of the extent of the 
problem in town, it will pique some interests in ways to combat 
it.”

School Facilities Task Force Report Released 

You can now obtain a copy of the School Facilities Task Force report released by Education Minister Gary Mar from 
my constituency office. 

The School Facilities Task Force report reflects the views of over 400 Albertans, education partners and stakeholder 
groups who participated in the task force's consultations last fall. 

The task force was asked to recommend innovative approaches for maintaining, renovating and replacing existing 
schools and building new school facilities into the next century. These recommendations will guide the government's 
decisions in the development of a new capital plan for the year 2000 and beyond. 

The task force acknowledges that the current provincial capital funding system provides a sound frame work for 
planning and managing Alberta's 1483 school facilities. 

The task force's key recommendations are intended to improve how school facilities are planned, funded and 
maintained. 

Recently, the government has re-invested in education. By the start of school in September of the year 2000, we will 
spend $380 million more on education then we do now. Targeting the re-investment is possible because we restructured 
education to more clearly focus resources on students. Part of this re-investment also includes an additional one-time 
infusion of $100 million that is directly targeted for our school facilities. 

The additional $100 million, together with the $140 million regular capital 
funding will allow boards to begin the construction of about 159 school capital 
projects this year. 

The re-investment in school capital, together with the devolopment of our new 
capital plan reinforces our ongoing

Picture perfect at Homestead Photography

In a small town the train 
station used to be the centre 
hub of activity. However the 
local station, now known as 
the “Eldon Foote Hall,” is more 
often used these days for com¬ 
munity events and now is the 
home of a new local business. 

Aria Wallace has rented 
space on the upper level of the 
old train station and will open 
a professional photography 
studio called “Homestead Pho¬ 
tography.” 

Although the trains don’t 
stop, Aria is hoping that the 
residents of Didsbury and sur¬ 
rounding area will stop and 
see what photography serv¬ 
ices she can provide. 

Wallace moved to Didsbury 
from Brandon, Manitoba with 
her husband and family last 
year. 

“Before I decided to settle 
in Didsbury, my mother and I 
drove around and looked at 
the little towns in the sur¬ 
rounding area. Didsbury was 
our last stop for the day. As 
soon as I drove onto the Main 
Street, I knew this was the 
town for me,” she says. “Since 
I’ve lived here, everyone have 
been so wonderful and help¬ 
ful.” 

Photography has been a 
part of Wallace's life for more 
than twenty years. “I worked 
as a legal secretary in Regina, 
but I didn’t like it. My sister 
offered me a job in a photo 
studio and I took it. I worked 
there for about one and half 
years,” she says. 

In 1977 Wallace moved to 
Brandon, Manitoba and 
opened up her own photogra¬ 
phy studio. She joined the Pro¬ 


fessional Photographers of 
Manitoba. In 1985 she was 
awarded the Most Creative 
Photographer Award, the 
Presidents Award, the Walter 
Towes Memorial Award, and 
the Highest Aggregate Award 
for the portraiture class. Af¬ 
ter 11 years she gave up her 
studio business and became a 
full-time freelance photogra¬ 
pher. 

“When I moved to Didsbury 
I realized there wasn’t a photo 
studio in town, which meant 
the residents would have to 
travel to out of town loca¬ 
tions,” she says. “A combina¬ 
tion of no competition and the 
affordability makes Didsbury 
an excellent location for a pho¬ 
tography studio. I looked at 
three or four other locations 
in town, but none of them had 
the charm this old train sta¬ 
tion had.” 

Wallace's philosophy to¬ 
ward photography is to keep it 
simple and try to capture the 
mood. Although, she likes to 
work in available light, most 
of her work will be done in her 
studio under studio lighting. 

“Homestead Photography 
will not only provide studio 
photography,” says Aria. “I 
am available for all types of 
photography including gradu¬ 
ations, team photos, wed¬ 
dings, anniversaries, engage¬ 
ments, and any photography 
that requires me to be on loca¬ 
tion.” 

In keeping with the histori¬ 
cal theme of the location, Aria 
has imported old cedar tel¬ 
ephone poles from Brandon, 
Manitoba. The poles were sawed 
into pieces of lumber which are 
being used for the construction 
of book shelves and furniture. 



She has also bought several 
pieces of antique furniture to go 
along with the decor, giving the 
studio a warm and pleasant 
atmosphere. 

Wallace is very familiar with 
small towns. She was raised in 
Maryville, Saskatchewan, 
population 500. 

“The key to owning and op¬ 
erating a business in a small 
town is to keep it affordable, 
make yourself approachable, 


and provide good customer serv¬ 
ice,” she says. “My plan is to 
show the customer what I have 
to offer and let them decide 
what they would like.”

Olds College rates high in 
provincial survey 


Olds College has scored well 
in comparison to 12 other col¬ 
leges and technical institutions 
in Alberta on the annual Cli¬ 
mate Survey of Faculty con¬ 
ducted by the Alberta Colleges- 
Institutes Faculties Associa¬ 
tion. 

The College scored high on 
all 12 questions and had the 
highest score in the province on 
four of them. It scored 3.8, the 
highest in the province, when 
faculty weie asked to agree or 
disagree with the statement that 
the President of this institution 
provides effective leadership. It 
also scored 3.8 and the highest 
in the province when asked if 
the institution demonstrates a 
strong commitment to improv¬ 
ing instructors' teaching skills 
and if the institution demon¬ 


strates a strong commitment to 
improving instructors' health 
and well-being. In addition, Olds 
scored 3.2, the highest in the 
province, when asked if the in¬ 
stitution makes resources avail¬ 
able to help instructors effec¬ 
tively address the demands of a 
rapidly changing instructional 
environment. 

Donna Gole, President of the 
Olds College Faculty Associa¬ 
tion, says "while the ratings 
indicate there is room for im¬ 
provement, we can see from the 
responses on the survey that 
faculty feel they are working in 
a reasonable and responsive in¬ 
stitution. Many of us would say 
that the government cuts which 
were imposed on post-second- 
ary education have resulted in 
conditions that require rapid. 


and frequently, stressful 
change." 

"However, the majority of fac¬ 
ulty here feel the College is do¬ 
ing a good job,” she said, "during 
a period of tight post-secondary 
budgets. It is also nice to see 
that Olds compares well with 
the province's other post-sec¬ 
ondary institutions. We are look¬ 
ing forward to an even more 
satisfying year in which faculty 
will be able to fine tune the 
changes that have occurred." 

Overall, out of a possible 5, 
Olds College scored between 2.4 
and 3.8 on 12 questions, asked 
of faculty at 13 Alberta colleges 
and technical institutions last 
November. Even the college's 
lower scores were usually 
higher than the comparable 
scores at other institutions.

Alberta cattle producers and 
their organizations are negoti¬ 
ating to take over the brand 
inspection system that has been 
run by the government of Al¬ 
berta for nearly 100 years. 

"The brand inspection sys¬ 
tem has served producers well 
over the last years," said Dale 
Wilson, Chairman of Livestock 
Identification Services (LIS), 
the producer group that has 
been established to run the pri¬ 
vatized service. 

"The provincial government, 


and other governments, has sig¬ 
nalled in a variety of ways that 
they want to get out of busi¬ 
nesses like this that service just 
one segment of society. Given 
the changing role of govern¬ 
ment in the economy, we 
strongly feel that this service 
will be more sustainable and 
accountable in industry's hands.

Government Caucus agrees in 
principle to electing Senators 


The Alberta Government Caucus today 
affirmed in principle the idea of democratically 
electing Senators from Alberta. 

The Government will move immediately to 
bring in the required amendments to the 
Senatorial Selection Act, including an 
amendment to continue the Act, which otherwise 
would have expired in 1999. 

Alberta Intergovernmental and Aboriginal 
Affairs Minister Dave Hancock has been directed 
to work out the details on how the election 
process could be carried out and what role the 
elected Senators would play in serving the 
people of Alberta. 

"There was strong support in principle of this 
idea of elected Senators working in Ottawa on 
behalf of Albertans," said Premier Ralph Klein. 


The impetus for this quick action is that the 
earliest opportunity for Senate elections will be to 
coincide with the 
municipal elections held 
across the province this 
fall.

LIS will be run by a Board of 
Directors consisting of repre¬ 
sentatives from and account¬ 
able to, the major cattle pro¬ 
ducers organizations in the 
province including the Alberta 
Cattle Commission, the Alberta 
Cattle Feeder's Association, the 
Western Stock Growers Asso¬ 
ciation, the Feeders Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta, the Alberta 


Auction Markets Association 
and the Alberta Livestock Deal¬ 
ers and Order Buyers Associa¬ 
tion. Alberta Agriculture will 
have a non-voting position on 
the Board. Other groups may 
place representatives on the 
Board as the system gets estab¬ 
lished. 

"Initially we anticipate very 
little change in the current 
brand inspection process," said 
Wilson. 


"However over time we will 
be looking at ways to add value, 
by improving the system and 
exploring new technology. The 
important thing is that any ad¬ 
justments we make will be those 
that benefit Alberta producers 
and will only be made if produc¬ 
ers want them." 

Legislation for the creation 
of LIS is expected to be tabled in 
the Alberta legislature during 
the Spring session.

Art Gallais, co-ordinator of the Advanced Farrier Science program at Olds, is a former 
member of the Canadian team and will be competing for a spot on this year's team. 

"It's a tough contest," said Gallais. "These people are the best in Canada and you have to do the required exercises, which 
include making six horseshoes and putting two of them on a horse, within a certain time. Making the team is quite an honour 
for anyone." 

He is facing stiff competition from at least 15 other farriers from Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and BC. The day-long 
competition takes place in the Farrier Lab at Olds College and gets underway about nine in the morning. Four team members 
will be chosen, plus a spare. They will compete against national teams from 10 to 14 other countries. 


The responsible and humane 
care of livestock in Alberta is the 
mandate of the new Alberta Live¬ 
stock Protection System (ALPS). 
This innovative initiative is a part¬ 
nership of Alberta Agriculture Food 
and Rural Development (AAFRD), 
the Alberta Foundation for Animal 
Care (AFAC), representing the live¬ 
stock industry, and the Alberta 
Society for the Prevention of the 
Cruelty to Animals (Alberta SPCA), 
representing the public concern 
for animal welfare. 

"The livestock industry is grow¬ 
ing in Alberta and we must show 
the public, by our actions, that the 
humane treatment of the livestock 
in our care is a priority," said Ed 
Stelmach, Minister of AAFRD. 

"The ALPS is a pro-active initia¬ 
tive and clearly demonstrates the 
industry's commitment to animal 
care." 

The ALPS has been created in 
direct response to growing public 
and producer concern for an effec¬ 
tive, accountable and coordinated 
province-wide program targeting 
animal care. 

"This concern is even more im¬ 
portant in view of the projected 
expansion of livestock numbers in 
Alberta in the next decade," said 
Peter Schuld, chairman of AFAC. 

"Increasingly, animal welfare is 
becoming a trade issue. Thus, we 
want to have a system that places 
Alberta in a leadership position, 
worldwide, with regards to the 
humane treatment of farm ani¬ 
mals," he said. 

"Traditional animal welfare or¬ 
ganizations, like the Alberta SPCA, 
have a greater opportunity to pro¬ 
tect and improve the well-being of 
animals by working with AFAC 
and exemplary producers of the 
livestock industry, not opposing 
them," said Joy Ripley, president of 
the Alberta SPCA. 

"ALPS demonstrates this posi¬ 
tive approach. It meets the needs of 
farm animals, the expectations of 
the producers and the public." 

Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development is providing 
new funding of $480,000 for each of 
three years for the coordinated 
programs of ALPS. The fund will 
be administered by a joint commit¬ 
tee of Alberta SPCA, AFAC board 
members and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. The four program areas 
are: 

-A Livestock Care Response 
and Enforcement Service that 
ensures compliance with animal 
welfare legislation and with an 
emphasis on enhanced preventa¬ 
tive action by trained resource 
people. 

-A Data Collection and 
Benchmarking Service to pro¬ 
vide information to objectively 
identify problems, track improve¬ 
ment and successes and have 
accurate facts to communicate to 
the public. 

-Education and Training for 
producers, handlers, special con¬ 
stables and providing the most 
current information and animal 
handling methods. 

-Public Awareness about the 
responsible care and handling of 
farm animals.

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Sledsmart ice safety 


Many factors influence the 
formation of ice and each of 
these factors has a direct im¬ 
pact upon ice's strength, thick¬ 
ness and rate of deterioration. 
The interdependence of these 
factors creates several differ¬ 
ent types of ice. 

Ice seldom freezes or thaws 
at a uniform rate. It can be 30 
cm thick in one spot, but only 
two cm thick a few metres 
away. Ice formed on moving 
water such as rivers and creeks 
has an unpredictable thick¬ 
ness. 

Prevention: Remember, be¬ 
cause ice is never 100% safe, it 
is best to avoid going onto it 
whenever possible. 

Education and Awareness: 
If you do venture onto ice be 
sure to first learn about the 
different types of ice and how 
to recognize the signs of dete¬ 
rioration. (visual clues-the ice 
looks grey and unsafe only 
when the ice rots from above. 
It is important to know that 
ice can also rot from the bot¬ 
tom up without any visible 
clues. In spring weather, thick 
ice is as dangerous as thin 
ice.) 

Sledsmart: If you don't 
know, don't go: If you must 
travel by snowmobile on lakes 
it is advisable: 

-to wear a buoyant floata¬ 
tion snowmobile suit. 

-to carry ice picks while 
snowmobiling to help scram¬ 
ble onto the ice if you do find 
yourself in water. 

-to travel at slower speeds 
particularly at night, hidden 
obstructions like docks or ice 
heeves tend to blend into the 
surface. 

-to stop until you regain 
your sense of direction if you 
become disoriented in snow 
squalls and darkness. 

-to leave your sled running 
so that your lights can be seen, 
to follow the rules of safe 


driving when meeting oncom¬ 
ing traffic: indicate your in¬ 
tention to keep to the right. 
Prevention, education and 


training is your best bet. The 
more knowledge you obtain, 
the better chance you will have 
of arriving home safely.
